HE new all-Pullman, semi-stream- 

liner “Forty-Niner,” leaves Chi- 
cago at 9:10 a.m. July 8 on its first 
regular westbound trip over the Over- 
Jand Route to the Pacific Coast. As 
the Bulletin was going to press plans 
were being made for an inaugural 
ceremony to take place at Oakland 
Pier at 11 a.m. July 11 when the newest. 
addition to the West’s fine transcon- 
tinental trains makes its first trip east- 
ward.

April 3 another record was broken, 
193 cars of lettuce forwarded from Salt 
River Valley, the greatest one day ship- 
ment of an Arizona product. , 

During the season Mar. 14 to April 
30, 4152 cars of lettuce were loaded and 
forwarded. Trainmaster George Bays 
and his efficient crew had -the tremen- 
dous job of giving prompt service to 25 
packing sheds scattered over a territory 
of some thirty miles, and concentrating 
the loads at Phoenix and Mesa. On 
one day there were 398 cars of lettuce 
on hand at Phoenix, 227 of which were 
loaded that day. An unusual amount 
of switching was necessary due to the 
large number of cars held for billing. 
Agent W. C. Heim and his boys were 
hard put to keep up with fast billing 
necessary, but handled everything in 
splendid style. 

Another big season came to an end 
June 2 when the shipping season of 
vegetables grown on the west coast of 
Mexico was officially declared closed.

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PENSIONS: Retirement of S. P. Employes Will ‘Now 


July; 193? 


Be Governed by Provisions of Newly Enacted Federal Law 


HE new Governmental retirement 

system for railroad employes be- 
came effective June 24, when the Rail- 
road Retirement Act of 1937 received 
the signature of President Roosevelt 
and the Carriers Taxing Act of 1937, 
a companion measure, became 2 law 
on June 29. 

These two measures resulted from 
the deliberations of a joint committee 
representing the railroads and their 
employes, who met in Washington last 
February to frame an acceptable re- 
tirement system to take the place of the 
one enacted in 1935 which was then in 
litigation in the Federal Courts. 

‘The new Retirement Act, although 
complete in itself, was enacted in the 
form of an amendment to the Act of 
1935, inorder to cover the transactions 
that had occurred under the provisions 
of the earlier Act. 

It is the purpose of this article to 
give Southern Pacific employes an ex- 
planation of the provisions of the two 
acts which are of immediate interest. 

The new Retirement Act applies to the 
employes of carriers subject to Part I 
of the Interstate Commerce Act, which 
include this Company, Northwestern 
Pacific, Petaluma and Santa Rosa, San 
Diego and Arizona Eastern, Pacific 
Electric, Visalia Electric and Pacific 
Motor Transport Company. The Act. 
also applies to the various demurrage, 
tariff and other similar bureaus main- 
tained by the carriers and to the duly 
elected representatives of the railroad 
brotherhoods. 


Who Entitled to Pension 

The Act provides that the following 
deseribed employes, if they shall have 
been, in the service of a carrier on or 
after August 20, 1935, shall be eligible 
for pensions, which in the Act are 
called annuities, after they shall have 
ceased to render compensated service 
to any employer, whether or not a 
carrier: 

1, ‘Employes who’ on or. after 
August 29, 1935, shall be 65 years of 
age or over; 

2. ‘Employes who (on or ‘after 
August 29, 1935, shall be 60. years 
of ‘age or over, and have either 

(a} completed 80 years of service, 


or 

(b) become ‘totally..and ~ perma+ 
nently disabled for regular service; 
but the’ annuities of : persons” de- 
scribed in paragraphs (a) and (b) of 
this item 2 shall be reduced one one- 
hhundred-and-eightieth for each calen- 
dar month ‘that they are under age 
65 when the annuities begin to accrue. 


‘3. Employes,” without -regard to’ 


*age, “who on Lor after» August29, 
1935, are ‘totally and .permanently 


disabled for regular service and stiall 

have completed 30 years of service. 

It will be observed that a full an- 
nuity may-be obtained by any employe 
at age 65 or over, and by a disabled 
employe who has completed 30 years 
of service. It will also be seen that an 
employe must retire from compensated 
service in order to receive an annuity. 
He may not return to the service of a 
carrier or that of his last employer, 
on penalty of forfeiting his annuity for 
the month in which he performs such 
service. He will be at liberty, however, 
without penalty, to enter the service 
of any other employer. 

How Computed 

An employe’s annuity shall be com- 
puted by multiplying his years of 
service by the following percentages of 
his average pay not in excess of $300 
in any month: 

2.00% of the first $50. 
1.50% of the next $100. 
1.00% of the next $150, 

Credit is allowed for all service 
rendered to one or more carriers sub> 
ject to the Act, whether or not con- 
tinuously performed. Twelve calendar 
months, consecutive or otherwise, in 
each of which the employe rendered 
service for pay or received wages for 
time not worked, shall constitute a 
year of service. 

An employe is considered as “in the 
service” if he is actively employed, on 
leave of absence, sick leave or fur- 
lough; and he is on furlough if laid off, 
subject to call for service and ready 
and willing to serve. 

‘The years of service of an employe 
for use in computing his annuity shall 
be determined as follows: 

In the case of an employe who was 
in the service on August 29, 1935, the 
years of service shall include all his 
service after December 31, 1986, and 
if the total number of such years of 
service shall be less than 30,.then the 
years of service shall also include ‘his 
service prior to January 1,. 1937, -but 
not so as to make his years of service 
exceed 80, In all other cases, the years 
of service shall include only the service 
after December 31,:1936. » 

In other words, an employe is-en- 
titled to credit ‘for all his service ren- 
dered after December.31, 1936, and his 
annuity may execed $120; .but.if such 
service is‘less than 80 years and ‘he is 
obliged to take credit for ‘service ren- 
dered prior to Jan. 1, 1937, he is limited 
to a total of 30 years; which cannot pro- 
duce an ‘annuity in excess of $120. 

In no case:shall ‘the years of service’ 
include “any -“service rendered after 
June’ 80,1937, byan ‘employe ‘who -is 


65 years: of age or over, except ‘for the 


purpose of. computing ‘his average pay, 
and when so used, shall not have the 
effect of. reducing the amount of his 
annuity. 

Average Pay 

An employe’s average pay, for use 
in computing his annuity, shall be the 
average pay carned by him in calendar 
months included in his years of service, 
except that with respect to service 
prior to January 1, 1937, his average 
pay shall be the average earned by him 
in the calendar months ‘included in his 
years of service in the eight-year period 
from 1924 to 1931. 

The Act is especially favorable to an 
employe whose average pay is very low. 
Tf such an employe is in the service 
at age 65 and has completed 20 years of 
service, the minimum annuity payable 
to him will be $40 per month if his 
average monthly compensation is $50 
or more. If the average pay on which 
his annuity is based is less than $50, 
his annuity shall be 80% of such av- 
erage pay, except that if 80% is less 
than $20, the annuity shall be $20 or 
the same amount as the average pay, 
whichever is less. 

The employe is assured of the return 
of more than the amount of taxes he 
shall have paid on his wages under the 
provisions of the Taxing Act, for the 
Retirement Act provides that upon the 
death of the employe, his widow or 
other beneficiary shall receive the 
amount, if any, by which 4% of the 
aggregate pay earned by him after 
December 31, 1936, not in excess of 
$800 per month, exceeds the sum of the 
annuity payments received by him 
before his death. 

Provision is also made in the Act 
whereby an employe may clect to ac- 
cept during his lifetime a smaller an- 
nuity than that to which he is entitled, 
and have the same or a smaller annuity 
paid to his widow during her lifetime. 


Pay Deductions 


The Taxing Act levies an income tax 
on -employes equal‘to the following 
percentages of their monthly pay not 
‘in excess of $300:

The ‘Taxing “Act: also’ provides for 
refund to the employes of the amounts 
deducted from their wages at the rate 
of 3.50% under the 1935 Act for the 
period March 1, 1936 to December 31, 
1986, and also for refund of the differ- 
ence between the amounts of such de- 
ductions made ‘at 314% since Decem- 
ber 31, 1936 and the amount of the new 
tax at rate of 2.75% which is levied 
by the new Act. 


Refunds Speeded 


The preparation of rolls and vouch- 
ers for making these refunds will en- 
tail a vast amount of detail work, as 
the number of employes and former 
employes to whom refunds will be duc 
is estimated at about 75,000. Every 
effort will be made to expedite this 
work and get the checks into the hands 
of employes as soon as possible. 

The refund to Southern Paeifie em- 
ployes will total approximately $3,750, 
000, Of this amount about $2,545,000 
will be distributed on the Pacific Lines 
{including Northwestern Pacific, San 
Diego & Arizona Eastern and such 
companies operating with Pacific Lines). 
Texas and Louisiana Lines will get 
$695,000; Steamship Lines, $110,000; 
Pacific Electric $207,000; and Pacific 
Fruit Express $175,000, 

The Retirement Act will be admin- 
istered by the Railroad Retirement 
Board at Washington, D. C., which 
will consider applications for annuities 
under such regulations as it may estab- 
lish. Application blanks may be 
obtained from the Secretary of our 
Board of Pensions, whose office isat 
65 Market Street, San Francisco. In 
preparing his application, the employe 
should give such information as he may 
have, and forward the application 
direct to the Retirement Board. The 
Company will furnish the Board later 
with particulars respecting’service and 
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compensation ‘of all §.: P. employes. 
‘The following examples illustrate the 


manner in whichthe annuities of em-’ 


ployes deseribed in items J, 2,-and 3, 
will be calculated:

Item 1. . Assume the employe’ had 
completed 30 years of service and was 
60 years of age on December 31,.1936. 
At the age of 65 he will have rendered 
only 5 years of service after December 
31, 1936, so that upon retirement he 
may take credit for 25 years of his 
service prior to January 1, 1937, or 
only enough to give him a total of 30 
years. His average pay during the 8 
years from 1924 to 1931 was $149, 
which will be applied to the 25 years of 
service prior to January 1, 1937, and 
an. increase in his pay on January 1, 
1937 will raise his average pay for the 
30 years to $150.

Railroad,” Is Plea From S. P. Lines in Texas and Louisiana

Texas and Louisiana Lines, Houston 
I AM very glad to have been given 

an opportunity of writing for the 
Pacific Lincs Bulletin, and will under- 
take to cull attention from time to time 
to some things about our Texas and 
Louisiana Lines which may be of in- 
terest. What follows may be con- 
sidered more or less elementary, and I 
have purposely made it so. 

It would be very helpful if our people 
on Pacific Lines. would thoroughly 
familiarize themselves with the physi- 
eal location of our lines in Texas and 
Louisiana. We recently published an 
excellent map showing System Lines, 
and I would strongly recommend a 
eareful study of this map; particularly 
by agents, bill clerks, freight solicitors 
and others having contact with the 
public and whose duties include billing 
of freight, or supervision of this ex- 
tremely important part of our work. 

I say this advisedly because we oc- 
casionally ebserve instances where it is 
quite apparent that doubt exists con- 
cerning points served by our Texas and 
Louisiana Lines. Nothing is more 
disconcerting than to find ourselves 
short-hauled by our own people. Of 
eourse, this is not done intentionally. 
We have a somewhat intricate line to 
keep in mind, which makes careful 
study of our map most important. 


Watch the Routings 

The diagram accompanying this ar- 
ticle has been prepared with particular 
reference to some of the points where 
uncertainty has existed in the minds 
of those billing shipments which we 
could have handled through to desti- 
nation, This, in a large measure, comes 
about through too close observance of 
the’ geographically correct lines on 
which cur Southern Pacific maps are 
ordinarily based, rather than on actual 
service conditions, For instance, we 
find quite general the inclination to bill 
shipments to Austin and Waco and 
intermediate points via San Antonio 
and the lines of our competitors. This 
is not strange since our routes to those 
territories, according to geographically 
eorrect maps, look somewhat circuit- 
ous, while, as a matter of fact, our 
service is almost identical with that of 


our competitors, and in -some ‘cases * | 


superior. 

Similarly; we find in numerous ‘cases 
that .we.are required :to sacrifice im- 
portant ‘revenue ‘on -shipmients .to “the 
Laredo‘ territory -and to destinations

when the logical junction, Eagle Pass, 
where we secure 100% of the revenue, 
is, for any reason, impractical. 

The geographically correct map of 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley, showing 
as it does an apparently more direct 
route via, competing lines, along with 
the fact that our line to that territory 
is comparatively new, undoubtedly 
causes many of our shipping friends, 
and possibly our own bill clerks and 
soliciting forces, to turn business, loose 
at San Antonio, with consequent loss 
in revenue, although we have direct 
service to principal points in that ter- 
ritory. 

Further, and probably one of the 
main features causing short-hauls is 
the. erroneous notion also gained from 
the geographic location, rather than 
actual service conditions, to the Dallas- 
Ft. Worth territories, where we furnish 
identical service from the Pacifie Coast 
with that of our competitors. In other 
words, a car of perishables to Dallas 
from the West will be spotted on the 
eousigiee’s track for the identical mar- 
ket that our competitors make, 

The increasing usé of stopover privi-

leges for part unloading makes it highly 
essential that soliciting forces, agents 
and bill clerks familiarize themselves 
with the extent to which these privi- 
leges operate on our Texas and Louisi- 
ana Lines. Lack of knowledge on this 
point is causing us the loss of consider- 
able revenue. For instance, I have s 
ease befcro me of a car from a local 
point on our lines in California which 
was billed to Houston for stopping at 
Dallas. The car was released to our 
competitors at El Paso and we never 
saw it again. Had our agent and 
soliciting forces been familiar with the 
tariff, which provides that Dallas, along 
with Ft. Worth and Waco, be con- 
sidered intermediate when San Antonio 
is intermediate with Houston, they 
would probably have explained this to 
shipper and we could haye secured 
practically one hundred per cent more 
revenue from this car. 

As our service has been proved equal 
to that of our competitors, it is hoped 
that all will make a close study of these 
unloading in transit. privileges as re- 
cently amended, and when in doubt 
about the application of the rules, 
district freight officers should be con- 
sulted, since there are numerous cases 
where we can handle this character of 
tonnage to branch line points, ete., 
even where obviously there is an out 
of route service involved. 


Service Is the Guide 


Regardless of the geographical loca- 
tion of our lines and apparently more 
circuitous route, we are placing ship- 
ments from Pacific Lines origins into 
St. Louis and Memphis on exactly the 
same schedule as our competitors, and 
education of shippers to this fact will 
tesult in considerably more long-haul 
tonnage and consequently a very im- 
portant increase in our revenues. 

Our recent ‘success in meeting the 
service of our competitors via Memphis, 
has already resulted in much new busi- 
ness via that route to ‘the ‘Southeast. 

We have been operating an ex- 
perimental schedule via New Orleans 
for a long time. . We are now absolutely 
sure of our ability’ to ‘maintain- our 
schedule,. and will establish «a route 
through New Orleans ‘to the Southeast 


i that will give us a service equal to any.

In other 
words, routing secured on a car to 
many destinations east of El Paso, 
when our full system haul is enjoyed, 
very frequently equals or exceeds that 
on two cars we are required to turn over 
to competing lines at El Paso. 


S. P. Is “Home” Product 


The old pioneers on the Southern 
Pacific have expended too much money 
and effort in their historic fight for a 
through transcontinental Southern Pa- 
cific route to allow this to happen. It 
should be comparatively easy to secure 
the cooperation of western shippers in 
the goal for which we are striving if the 
tremendous investment we have in that 
territory, with the consequent responsi- 
bilities in the way of taxes, payrolls, 
purchase of supplies, etc., is forcibly 
impressed on them. There should be 
no community of interest between our 
West Coast friends and those compet- 
ing railroads which have no direct in- 
terest whatever in the West other than 
the business they can secure in that 
territory. It is hoped that ultimately 
the stereotyped phrase where business 
is given to these foreign lines “in the 
division of business,” will grow less as 
time goes on. 

Each individual representative of our 
railroad must first get the “feel” that 
he or she is the personal representative 
of a railroad system which ranks among 
the foremost railroads in the United 
States, when measured by its physical 
and financial assets. Their interest 
should extend with the property all the 
way from Boston and New York on the 
east to Portland, Ore., on the west, and 
Guadalajara, Mexico, on the south. A 
dollar earned between Boston and 
Houston or Galveston, or between St. 
Louis and El Paso, has exactly the same 
status when it reaches the Treasurer as

All of us down here in Texas and 
Louisiana are very much gratified with 
results that have been obtained from 
vigorous efforts put forth to increase 
our participation in business to and 
from Pacific Lines territory. We hope 
that little refinements in solicitation 
and routing we will undertake to point 
out will be helpful. 

Our train service is second to none. 
We have an enviable record as to “on 
time” performance.

“Leonard ‘Mike’ Gross has won 
2 most unusual type of fame...” 
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‘boys, however. “Hardly .a day: passes 
that he doesn’t come down to the depot 
to visit -his old cronies in the little bag- 
gage room whose unimposing interior 
could echo the story of 20,000 friend- 
ships. a 

Born -in Macon,.. Missouri, in 1872, 
Gross came west at an early age, first 
settling in Eugene about 50 years ago. 
Later, with his family, he moved to San 
Francisco, returning to Eugene follow- 
ing the earthquake and fire in which he 
lost all his belongings. He has lived at 
Eugene ever since, dividing his services 
between the Company and his com- 
munity. 

An accomplished musician, it wasn’t 
long before he and his bass viol became 
a part of the University of Oregon’s or- 
chestra. “When I first came here,” he 
recalls, “the University of Oregon con- 
sisted of two buildings, and the. or- 
chestra was composed of twelve pieces. 
Today the University has an enrollment 
of 5000 students, and the orchestra has 
twelve bull fiddles alone.” 

After he joined the orchestra Mike 
was approached by a student who 
wanted to learn to play the bass viol. 
He willingly taught the youth, charg- 
ing nothing for his services. Since then 
he has helped countless children on 
their musical way, always without re- 
muneration, and today some of his 
former pupils are playing in leading 
symphony and dance orchestras 
throughout the country. Extremely 
versatile, he ean play in symphonies or 
“slap a mean fiddle” in a swing band. 

Reluctant to talk about himself, he 
prefers to tell about his family-—his 
wife, two daughters and a son, all of 
whom are musically gifted; and will go 
on at great length about “Syrup Drop,” 
his year-old granddaughter, whose 
family background assures her a melo- 
die future. Proud of his family, he is 
also proud of his service with South- 
ern Pacific, “which made possible the 
edueation of my children.” 

Characteristic of Mike is his way of 
expressing his ideas on happiness. 
“There is only one way to happiness,” 
he philosophizes, “be kind and honest 
in your dealings with folks. You can’t 
draw beautiful pictures out of a fireside 
if, down in your heart, you know you're 
a heel.’ 

The story of Mike Gross and what 
he has done for his fellow. men would 
fill many. pages in print. The follow~ 
ing incident ‘serves as a -splendid ex- 
ample:

SAFETY: Young Railroaders 
Look to Older Men for Ideas 


Older ‘and experienced ‘railroaders 
have a great responsibility in correcting 
unsafe ‘practices through the examples 
they set -younger’ men: in “the service, 
Brakeman L. .N.- Thomson, ‘who -re- 
cently. began work -as.a ‘student, told 
a large assemblage at a Safety Meeting 
in Portland on June 9.:-. : 


“Before I ‘ever: got, on-an engine or 
Seaboose I was :told ‘that ‘safety ‘was of 
first importance; that-to become a good 
brakeman meant: my becoming ‘a care- 
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ful one,’ Thomas said. “I watched the 
older men and, being green, I accepted 
their manner of doing their work as 
the correct one. The student watches 
the experienced man and if he indulges 
in careless practices, the student will 
most likely do the same. We learn by 
being told, but more by what we see. 
Hf we get started off wrong, sooner or 
later we will be involved in an accident, 
not only to ourselves but to other em- 
ployes who are in no way at fault. 
“On. one occasion several cars were 
to be kicked in on a track and it was 
desired to stop them before striking 
other cars on that track. One of the 
brakemen asked me to help him set the 
brakes. I got up on top and when he 
gave the signal we both started setting 
brakes. I did not know how to stand 
to get the best leverage on the brake or 
how to-protect myself in.case we struck 
the other ears. While I did the best 
I could we did strike the other cars, 
‘but not hard enough to do.any damage 
or cause-me to fall off. . This brakeman 
did not-realize how little I knew or he 
would not have allowed me .to-place’ 
myself in such ‘a ‘hazardous. position.
